Otie Hundred Million Start. 


The latest computation on the stars 


visible in both hemispheres puts the 
number of such shining orbs up to the 
high mark of 100,000.000. The astron- 
omers have odd ways of estimating the 
number of these brilliant points of 
light. 
By figuring from the apparent 


diameter of the full moon it is shown 
that tho area of the whole sty visible 
to mau in boih hemispheres is 41,255 
square degrees. 
The area of the whole 


star space, according to this mode of 
reckoning, is only equal to alont 200,- 
000 nines the urea of a full moon, fig- 
uring that the moon's apparent, diameter 
at that timo is slightly over half a de- 
gree. 


This would give 2,424 stars to each 


square degree, or a total of 100,000,000, 
which would be equal to 300 stars on 
each space in the sky as large as a full 
moon.—St. Louis Republio.

The acreage ot spring 
wheat shows a small increase, acd 
tbe com jined area in the two varie- 
ties of wheat is about the same as it 
was a year ago. Tho condition of 
spring wheat is high, ani slightly 
better than it was a year ago. The 
cotbon crop reports are highly en- 
couraging.

were sold, articled to master--, in the 
colonies for their board and fixed wage, 
and thus they earned the cost of their 
migration.

ticled were severe, as severe as appren- 
tice laws in those days. The "sold pas- 
senger" virtually became the slave of 
the purchaser of hw labor. He could bo 
whipped if he did not do the task set 
him, and woo to the unlucky wight if 
he ran away. He was sure to be caught 
and crnelly punished. 


And though he was usually a descend- 


ant of tho lowest grade of humanity on ] 
the British islands, he still had enough j 
of the Anglo-Saxon spirit about him to 
make him an unsatisfactory chattel.

England has al- 
ways been a great country fur tea drink- 
ing, and now the British taste for that 
Itevcrage is apparently stronger and 
more nearly rmiveisal than ever. In ihe 
United States, although a very groat 
portion of flK- population is uf almost 
unmixed British origin, coffee complete- 
ly overshadows toa in common use. 
There i-, 110 leasou to believe that, the 
latter will CM-I- be. ome popular here in 
the same sense that oon\o it- already, 
aad the coffee tr.ide increjises constantly. 


Nations differ in such matters to a _ 


very nnnarkuhle degree. Germany, like j 
the"United Stufos, is a coffee drinking j 
country, and su is France to a less es- j 
tent. Knssin. en the other lurud. is more 
devoted to tea than England, and Chin.i 
and .1:ip:me:ire as little f ~r coffee "as the 
Turks do fur the tea which the yellow 
rarep of eastern Asi.i cosssame in enor-| 
mon* i-juainit)fs. In some OIL-^CS the <-li- | 
mate sd m« to be a determining infhi- * 
enco. tiio lower the temperature th^ 
greater being the consumption of tea 
and tlie -ns.ilhr the coSee trade Thoro 
are notable exceptions, however, for 
Germany, where coffee leads by long 
odds, is a land of colder weather ill 
winter than the British isles experi- 
ence- 
Japan, where tea is universally 


used, is wanner than Asia Minor, where 
the Turks drink coffee vory freely.

tries prefer tea to coffee, and in tbe 
warmt r climates coffee is e.isiJy first in 
popu I MTI ty.

night to discuss Ex-Health Oiflcer 
EudjV :ismall-poi" biJS. Dr. Baxter 
presided over the meeting and ic ail 
six Eiemcers were present. 


About the time ihe present health 


officer, Dr. Laadick. was ekcted. Dr. 
Rudy, then tbe retiring officer, pre- 
sented a bill to the board for allow- 
ance, ior his ssr vices during the 
small pox epidemic in the Simmons 
and Stump families on south McDon- 
ald street. 
'Dr. Rudy took charge of the small- 


pox cases at the time when Dr.

The Oity Engineer has raised the 
rade on East Market street on each 
ide of the bridge without authority 
f the Council and thereby caused a 
arge expense, which the city will 
lave to pay. 


Yesterday the members of the 


Bridge and Street Committee of the 
!ity Council visited the 
Market 


treet bridge, which is neariDg com- 
pletion. Tney discovered that the 
_rade of the approach to the bridge 
was being ra sea about one foot, and 
desiring the matter brought before 


whole council, a special meeting 


was called last night. 
All members 


except Mr. Metheany, were present. 


The president stated the object of 


ihe meeting, and requested the en- 
jineer to inform the body about the 
rade. The latter said in 1869 a 
jrade was established from Scott 
street, on Market, to the bridge. 
It 


as a sub grade. He could find no 


record of a grade on the east side of 
ihe bridge. He had established a 
jrade of 1 ft, 7 In., 171 faet eaat of 
ihe bridge, and at a point 110 feet 
west of the bridge he made the grade 
1 foot lower than the roadway at the 
bridge. 
120 feet east of the bridge 


ihe approach was 2 feet 10 in. below 
the old bridge, and 50 feet west of 
the bridge it was 1 foot 9 in. below 
the floor. The engineer also stated 
that the new bridge was one foot 
higher than the old one had been. 


Mr. Brotberton thought the engi- 


neer had not been back far enough 
on the east side; and that a perma- 
nent grade should be established. 


Mr. Hughes thought what was be- 


ing done was wrong. He had viewed 
the bridge and thought-there should 
be a gradual grade, but the property 
owners should be consulted, for they 
might claim injury and could secure 
damages. Without their consent he 
objected to raising the grade any dis- 
tance away from the bridge. 


Mr. Chapin said the council, when 


it raised the grade occa before, had 
aiso raised the sidewalks for the 
property owners. 


Mr. aarmaa considered the work 


was being done too rapidly, and' 
thougnt the grade would damage 
property and suit would follow. 


Mr. Foley favored leaving ths 


matter with the engineer and street 
committee. 


Van Eman moved that Mr. Hughes 


and the city solicitor be made a com- 
mittee of two to confer with the 
property owners and to have them 
sign papers waiving all claims for 
damages. Carried.
